“YELLOW BLESSINGS.”. 

Mr. Barrett deprecated the spirit of 
patronage, the “holier-than-thou”’ atti- 
tude with which foreigners are wont } 
to treat the Chinese. instead of sympa- 
thetic coéperation. This spirit among 
traders, travelers. soldiers and sailors 
has had a cumulative influence which 
has added strength to such movements 
as the Chinese boycott. The speaker 
minimized the so-called “yellow peril,” 
terming it a “bogie,” and said the day 
will come when it may become a “yel- 
law blessing.” 

In support of this assertion, he 
called attention to the fact that syn- 
chronously with Japan's development, 
site has become a greater purchasing 
nation. Since China has commenced 
to foster her own interests at the 
treaty ports, her trade with the United 
States has grown to a value of $92,- 
600,000 per annum, triple what it was 
a decade ago. 

“It is illogical,” he said, “in “4iew of 
the example of Japan,-to predict that 
with the material, social and political 
awakening of China, she will become 
threatening to the welfare and happi- 
ness of the world at large. The cry- 
ing need in the development of trade 
with China is the increase of her 
purchasing capacity. Her interna- 
tional resources and the coun ry grid- 
ironed with railways provide the Chi- 
nese masses with money, and they will 


‘purchase correspondingly with other 


people. 

“China’s foreign trade amounts now 
to less than $1 per capita. Japan’s to 
$7, although barely twenty years ago 
it was no more than is China's. If 
China’s trade is developed to $5 per 
capita, we would then have a trade of 
$2,000,000,000 per annum. To prepare

HON. F. ‘THURBER. 

Another aspect of the Oriental sub- 


ject was treated by Hon. F. B. Thur- 
ber of New York City, president of 


the United States Export Association, | 


who spoke on “Future markets in the 
Orient.” In part he said: 

“To develop eur great resources in 
fields, forests, mines, and factories, give 
remunerative employment to labor and 
capital and prosperity to all the peo- 
ple of the United States, we need: 

“First—To foster our trans- 
portation system, both on sea and 
land. Help it, don’t cripple it. — 

“Second—We need to appreciate that 
this is the age of steam, electricity, 
machinery and organization, and that 
the untramrheled American individual 
controlling these forces will produce 
better resuits than officialism, social- 
ism and communism. ‘Yellow journal- 
ism” is daily, weekly and monthiy 
teaching the contrary. 
‘trusts,’ whether of labor or capital; 
they represent organization. Control, 
but don’t cripple them. We are de- 
pendent upon them for progress. 

“Third—Our foreign policy should 
favor the ‘open door,’ and to get this 
we should make reasonable concessions 
im our tariff policy, through pny 
or otherwise. 

“Fourth—As a minor seeane to this 
end we should systematize our con- 


sular service on a basis of permanency, | Puget 


promotion and adequate compensation. 
We have superior talent in our insular 
service, as a whole, but it is dwarfed 
and diseouraged by the lack vf th se 
prime requisites. 

“Fifth—Revise treaties with 
Oriental countries, so that while pro- 
téeting American labor against the 
‘yéllow peril,” it will give both Ameri- 
can labor and American capital ‘yel- 
low opportunity’ to supply eight hun- 
dred and ninety millions of Asiatics 
with what they want to buy and‘what 
we Want to sell. In other words, don't 
let the wnreasoning fears of American 
trades-unionism insult the educated 
Astatics who come to trade with us or 
to study with us, even if a few ‘coolies’ 
do get in under false pretenses I be- 
lieve in the dignity of peaceful Ameri- 
can labor and American capital to as- 
sist in maintaining it, but I also be- 
lieve that ‘yellow journalism,’ which 
seeks to play upon the prejudices and 
fears of organized labor, is a greater 
peril than either eaptern or western 
fimmigration.” . 

RESOLUTIONS INTRODUCED. 

When Thurber concluded, the order 
of business was changed, and the in- 
troduction of resolutions took place. 
Most important among these were those 
indorsing Statehood for New Mexico, 
reclamation of arid lands, advocating 
& merchant marine and the establish- 
= of a department ae mines and min- 
ng 

DICKIE—MERCHANT MARINE. 

The next speaker was Hon. 
W. Dickie of n Francisco on the 
merchant marine. Dickie, while ad- 
mitting that a naval power, both com- 
mercial dnd military, is not perhaps 
an absolute necessary, maintained that 
the history and progress of this coun- 
try demonstrates that, in certain stages 
of development, it is a desirable thing. 
He atvocated government aid to ship- 
building, and concluded: 

‘Besides the aid that must come froin 
national tion, I have always 
maintained that the seaboard or States 
will be ferced to apply legislation to 
the upbuilding of their own shipping 
interests. The State can foster ship- 
ping just as effectively as the nation, 
as the benefits to be derived from large 
shipping interests will center in the 
ship-owning and ship-building States. 
For instance, to every ship buih and 
owned in the State, in which she is 
enrolled, the harbors of the State ought 
to be free, and all shipping property 
when engaged in interstate or foreign 
commerce should be relieved of all 
State or municipal taxes. Some States 
have done this to a,liemited extent, and 
these States own whatev fer ocean trade 
this country possesses today.” 

UNFORTUNATE OCCURRENCE. 

It was nearly 1 o'clock when Dickie 
concluded, and the delegates, who had 
been sitting for almost five hours listen- 
ine to speeches, had become impatient. 
One of the Nebraska delegation called 
Chairman Noble’s attention to the fact 
that too much time was being devoted 
to oratory and none to business of 
the congress. Chairman Noble stated 
that there was yet time to finish the 
programme. 

When Chairman Noble announced 
that P. J. Von Lobensejs of San Fran- 
cisco would address the congress, there 
occurred a proceeding thet bordered 
closely on a discourtesy to him and to 
Benjamin C. Wright, both of San Fran- 
cisco. A motion was made that the 
two remaining speeches should be read 
by title anly, given to the newspapers 
to print and made a part of the records 
of the congress. Chairman Noble re- 
fused to entertain the motion and in- 
troduced Von Lobensels. Von Loben- 
sela addressed a few words to the-con- 
gress, to the effect thai he did not 
care to inflict a speech on the members, 
if it were against their wishes, and sat 
down. 

Gen. Noble then introduced Mr. 
Wright, who made a rief statement to 
the same effect as had Von Lobenseis, 
and like him ‘declined to deliver his ad- 
dress. The congress adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

VON LOBENSELS. 

In the address which! he had pre- 
pared, Mr. Von Lobensels took the 
ground that the influence which large, 
deep and navigable rivers have upon 
the growth, the commerce, the health 
and the climate of a country is not al- 
Ways perhaps sufficiently understood. 
By the drainage they afford they can 
promote the health and agricultural in- 
terests; if their source is located wel! 
inland they will affect the climate, the 
fertility and the prosperity of a coun- 
try for a radius of severd! miles most 
beneficially; if, in addition to this, they 
nave a deep channel of correct align- 


ment, filled perennially with a sufficient’ 


supply of water, with a current of not 
too great velocity, they may exercise 
an influence over a country as great 
as if it were gifted with a deep-sea 
harbor on thé seashore as great as 
New York or San Francisco.

OCEAN LINES BECOMING LIKE 
RAILWAYS ON LAND. 


—— 


World Prominence Given to Dis- 
tant Islands of the Sea When They 
are Used as Cable Landing Places 
or Junction Points—Importance of 
the Cae in War. 


[Washington Correspondence. New 
York Post:] For the meeting place 


of railroad lines to become an. 
important town, as a creation 
of their own map-making, has 


long been common. Similarly the ocean 
cables in this age are asstiming an 
importance that permits them to give 
world prominence to any distant ial- 

and of the sea which lends itself "i 
their uses as a junction point. Today 
little Yap, east of the Caroline Isl- 
ands, but not of them, and about 
nine degrees north of the equator, has 
become the most interesting point on 
the face of the globe in this respect. 
Threc great cable companies have al- 
ready put wires into Yap, and a fourth 


rans- 
ship them,. so to speak. ts harbor 
will be developed into a considerable 
port of ‘call, since information is a 
commodity in the modern world, in- 
fluencing the course of navigation al- 
most as much as any “ie, which 
contributes to the cargo. The com- 
pletion of our trans-Pacific cable, via 
Honolulu and Guam, radically affected 
the ocean lanes of the Pacific. So the 
developments now in at Yap 
promise to make it @ famous town . 
of the future, although its present 
reputation is chiefly associated with the 
strange performances of one O'Keefe, 
one-time “king.” 
Yap has cable communication with | 
the island of Jaluit in the Marshall 
, connecting it with a great and 
y German system. It 
been connected with the Ameri- 
can cable line at Guam, which’ is not 
far away. It has also been connected 
with the Dutch Bast India Company 
at Meanado, which is at the north- 
of Celebes.

that touches at Yap can thus secure 
direct communication through the iy 
cable systems with every port in the 
world. 

SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENT. 
This development at this German isl- 
and its of considcrable significance in 
world politics. The Germans will thus 
flank our connections with the depend- 
encies of the Hast, paralleling our route 
to the Philippines by way of Honolulu 
and Guam, for over a thousand miles; 
by a cable connecting a chain of isl- 
and under the German flag. Many of 
these are indented by splendid harbors, 
which mey be made bases of naval sup- 
ply. The laying of the cable through 
the Caroline and Marshall groups from 
Yap will be of importance commer- 
cially, certainly to Germany, but chiefly 
valuable in offsetting any advantage 
which we might get in naval warfaré 
from the control of a trans-Pacific 
line. 

For similar reasons our naval author- 
ities haye been working out @ naval 
base in the Aleutian chain of islanda. 
Their studies have long been conducted 

secretly, but the Evening 
spondent may now announce 
has settled Kiska 
Harbor, in the island of Kiska, as the 
seat of a great naval station of the 
future. The first object of those who 
were charged with the problem was 
the avoidance of fogs. To be of great- 
est use in time of war, a naval station 
must be approached with reasonable 
certainty. A vessel should also be able | 
te come or go almost any time it 
pleases. Fn parts of the Aleutian 
chain w xamined with this consid- 
eration in view, as well as the obvious 
recessity of a good harbor. The island 
which has been selected meets the re- 
quirements to a surprising degree, an@ 
Congress will be urged to ap 
fo: it. 

This chain is on the shortest route 
from our Pacific Coast to the Orient, 
by great-circle navigation. The route 
followed by our cable is several hun- 
dred miles longer. Kiska Harbor needs 
little improvement, and most of the 
expenditures would be in the erection 
of docks and storehouses, for which 
the department has now completed 
plans. Great misdpprenhension pre- 
vajls as to the climate. People think 
that on the Aleutian Islands it is dark 
all winter and stormy most of the 
year, when, in fact, fts latitude is. not 
higher than Edinburgh, and the effect 
upon its climate of the circulatory 
system of the North. Pacific Ocean fs 
the same ag that experienced by the 
British Islands. It is no colder in 
summer, nor hotter in winter, than 
Scotiand, and it has no more rain, cer- 
tainly, at Kiska, whose climatic condl- 
tions have been carefully tabulated. 
Who can say that the Aleutian Isi- 
ands will not some day send a repre- 
sentative to Congress? Still, the navy 
does not expect this port to obtain ~ 
commercial tmportance, tn the near fu- 
ture, if ever. It will be connected by 
cable with the mainiand as a military 
necessity. 

IN EVENT OF WAR. 


England was the first power, appar- 
ently, to realize the importance of the 
eentrol of commercial cables in the 
event of war. Her preéminence in this 
adjunct to her navies is marked. 
France comes second as a cable own- 
er. In both countries the general 
practice is for private companies to 
own and operate the cable, byt under 
government subsidies, England reaches 
every cornerr of the globe with her 
cables. She has been at home the 
great cable-bullder of the world, man- 
ufacturing most of thoge that other 
nations have laid, although this mo- 
nopoly she is rapidly losing. Our own 
tran#-Pacific cable was built and put 
down by English

NSPIRACY TO KILL THE ISTH- 
MI4N CANAL. 

A dispatch from Washington to 
The Times brings information that an 
attempt is to be made at the next ses- 
sion of Congress to defeat the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal, or at 
least to delay and hamper the work as 
much as possible. The fight is to ve 


an organized onslaffght, not a mere 
guerrilla attack. It is to be made on 
the floor of Congress. Its primary 


purpose will be to convince the people 
and Congress that the Panama Canal 
route is “impossible” because of 
physical difficulties, and that the only 
route by which the great waterway 
can possibly be built lies through 
Nicaragua. 

Perhaps it is well to say, right here, 
that if the isthmian canal project 
should be defeated its defeat will be 


consummated in the Senate of the 
United States, where railrodd and 
other corporate influences are  para- 


mount to the interests and wishes of 
the people. 

Perhaps the forewarning that has 
been given of this conspiracy may 
serve to defeat the plans of the con- 
spirators. If ought to have that effect, 
at least, if the people of these United 
States are alive to their own palpable 
interests, and if they have the will to 
enforce their expressed desires and 
intentions. 

Obviously, the plan of the conspira- 
tors is first to divert the government 
from the Panama project, if this can 
be done and to secure some indorse- 
ment for Nicaragua. The country might 
even be willing to yet accept the Nica- 
ragua route, but the secret intention ‘is 
to defeat entirely the project for a 
canal to connect the waters of the 
Recent dis- 
patches gave an account of the forma- 
tion of a syndicate, backed by colos- 
sal capital, to exploit_the resources of 
Nicaragua. Incidentally, the  state- 
ment was made that the syndicate had 
acquired a vast strip of land across 
the republic of Nicaragua, streiching 
from ocean to ocean, and that if ever 
a canal should be built across Nicara- 


gua it must be built across this strip. 


A large proportion of the capital back 
of the syndicate is raiiroad capital, 
and the great railroad Interests wilt 
undoubtedly dominate the enterprise. 

-When it is remembered that the 
only large interests in the country 
that will profit by defeating the con- 
struction of an isthmian canal are 
railroad interests, the purpose of the 
“organized ficht” which is to be made 
against the canal on the floor of Con- 
gress becomes clear, This fight is not 
merely to defeat the digging of a 
canal at Panama. It is to defeat 
the diggiag of a canal anywhere be- 
tween the two oceans. Viewed in this 
light it becomes a colossal conspiracy 
against the people and the people's In- 
terests. 

There is no political issue involved 
in the proposition to open a waterway 
across the narrow land that divides 
the two oceans. The question § has 
been discussed for more than a ‘cen- 
turys- During the past fifty years the 
discussion has more and more approxi- 
mated a practical form. At one time 
the Nicaragua route was” greativ 
favored, as being the better and more 
practical route. But when at last the 
lsihmian Canal Commission decided 
unanimously that the Panama route 
was the route to be preferred, the 


-| American peopie had a right to accept 


the report as final. The commission 
was composed of engineering experts, 
who had gone over the ground care- 
fully, taking more than two years to 
reach a conclusion. It is unthinkable 
that the Panama foute is impracti- 
cable, much less “impossible,” when its 
practicability has been attested by the 
best engineering ability obtainable. 

It is too late in the day for us to be 
told that “The Panama Canal cannot 
be built.” 

The American: people are not a na- 
tion of fools, of dullards, nor of weak- 


lings. They know the strategic 
necessity for the completion of this 
great oceanic waterway. If there 


were no commercial necessity for the 
work, it would still be an unavoidable 
necessity to the government of the 
United States, in order that its ships 
of defense might be moved from coast 
to coast with the greatest facility in 
times of stress—times which may 
come at any hour, with the awakening 
and development of the Far East. 

But the isthmian canal is a neces- 
sity for the transaction of the com- 
merce of the world. The government 
of the United States has entered upon 
its construction in good faith, and it 
should not permit itself to be turned 
back by any ~combination of in- 
dividuals, no matter what may be the 


nation of capitalists to attempt to 
thwart the government and the peo- 
ple of the United States in the con- 
summation of this great enterprise is 
the ultimate degree of effrontery. 

Already, _we have expended millions 
upon this’ enterprise. All political 
parties have favored ft in their plat- 
form declarations and their conven- 
tions. The people have assumed, as 
they had a right to assume, that the 
question of route and of construction 
was settied for all time. It now seems 
that Congress will be assailed at the 
coming session with a demand that 
the controversy shall be reopened. 
There is little fear that the House wil) 
yield to this unreasonable and _ un- 
necessary demand, for the House will 
go to its session fresh from the people, 
who desire that the work of construc- 
tion shall go on without needless de- 
lay. But the Senate may prove less 
reliable. It may permit itself to be 
used as the tool of selfish 
antaconistic to the government. 
the Senate should thus abrogate its 
high function and go counter to its 
solemn duty, it must be prepared to 
face the overwheiming wrath of the 
Amer an people.

HE DUAL TARIFF IDEA. 

The attack on the American 
protective tariff policy never ceases. 
It is at work all days of all years in 
‘one shape or another. Recently the 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
through the Bureau of Statistics gave 
out the resuits for the fiscal year of 
this tariff policy. They appeared in 
a sum of money paid the American 
people for manufactured goods ° sold 
abroad coming to over half a billion 
dollars. Year by year for more than 
a ‘generation the beneficent influence 
of the tariff policy has grown greater 
and greater. 

But the results seem to mean noth- 
ing to the tariff reformer. Beaten off 
the field when he appeared under the 
banner of free trade, he renewed the 
fight under the flag of reciprocity. 
Defoated again he comes back at us 
with a proposition for a dual tariff 
schedule. 

There are to be high tariffs for one 
nation and low tariffs for another. 
At the root of the matter lies the an- 
tagonism to tariff for. protection of 
American industries. and American 
labor. | 
‘Now, reciprocity may be all right in 
some instances. Occasions may arise 
when we should see fit to grant tarif 
concessions to certain nations on cer- 
tain goods. 
manufacturing. people and the surplus 
products of our industries must seek a 
market outside our own country. 
This condition no doubt modifies our 
relations to other countries. But there 
are certain unchangeable elements in 
this protective tariff idea. One is that 
no tinkering with the tariff is.permis- 
sible excepting under the gravest 
irade necessity. The schedules are to 
le changed as infrequently as possible. 
For, every tinve they are touched the 
interests of thousands are affected. 

Another necessary thing in changing 
the schedules when the time does 
come is that all changes shall be made 
by those who understand them and 
who stand for the basic idea of tariff 
protection. That idea is’ the Ark of 
the Covenant of the prosperity of the 
American people, and no profane hand 
of unbelieving free trader is to be al- 
jiowed to touch it. 


EARING THE CRISIS. 

While there is no marked change 
in the situation at the Portsmouth 
peace conference, the fact is evident 
that the negotiations are fast ap- 
proaching a crisis. At the morning 
session yesterday, Article IX of the 
Japanese proposals was discussed, but 
as no agreement could be arrived at, 
it was laid aside temporarily and the 
succeeding article was taken up. 
Article IX, it is understood, refers to 
the payment of an indemnity, and 
both sides, as has been expected. re- 
fused to make concessions.. Very soor 


the conditions will be narrowed down 


to the two points from which both na- 
tions have refused to recede—the ces- 
sion of the island of Sakhalin and the 
question of “reimbursement.” Then 
will come the crucial test, which is to 
decide whether the war shall go on 
or peace shall ensu®. 

There are rumors that dgreementjon 
these points is not impossible. Inas- 
much as Russia has conceded most of 
the demands of Japan, so far as agree- 
ments have been reached, it would 
seem that Japan cannot with

part way, if not half way, on the more 
vital question. Korea has ben 
virtually turned over to Japanese 
domination, Russia has agreed to evac- 
uate Manchuria in toto, renouncing 
all her. privileges in the Chinese prov- 
inces and surrendéring all except the 
closing link in the main line of rail- 
road to Viadivostok. It is further in- 
timated that Russia may agree to the 
surrender of the interned warships 
and the limitation of her sea-power in 
the Far East. 

These concessions ought certainly to 
satisfy the greedy Jap, or at least to 
put him into a mood to yield some- 
thing on the points regarded as vital. 
This morning’s dispatches contain an 
optimistic hint to the effect that Japan 
may agree not to fortify the island of 
Sakhalin (if Russia agrees to cede it.) 
nor to use it for military or sttategic 
purposes. Should Russia consent to 
this, but one condition—that of “reim- 
bursement’’—would remain. @!pon this 
point it is suggested that Japan may 
consent to forego remuneration for 
the “cost of the war.” and to square the 
account by accepting “such incidental 
monetary compensation as she will ob- 
fain from the transfer of the Liao 
Tung and Port Arthur leases, the Chi- 
nese Eastern railroad, and repayment 
for the maintenance of the 109,000 
Russian prisoners.” 

From the foregoing it appears. that 
the prospects’ of peace are not alto- 
cethoer hopeless—that is, if the situa- 
tion is approximatcly as set forth. It 
must be confessed, however, that the 
outlook for peace is by no means bril- 
liant, es the possible concessions 
‘above outlined are still, for the most 
part, a matter of rumor and specula- 
110n. 

Japan is driving a hard bargain, as 
she was exvected ‘to do. Russia. has 
shown a spirit of conciliation and fair 
play. which cannot fail to excite the 
commendation of the civilized world. 
If the peace conference should fail 
to reach an agreement, it will be be- 
cause of the uncompromising attitude 
of her adversary. Japan has an excel- 
lent opportunity to prove her good 
faith and fairness by showing some 
degree of magnanimity toward a de- 
feated but unconquered foe. Will she 
Le wise enough to embrace this op- 


portunity?

Exports of Manufactures. 

At this time, when the question of 
tariff readjustment has become of fore- 
most prominence, the facts and figures 
bearing on our foreign trade will be 
scrutinized: with special care. The De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor has 
just issued a carefully digested sum- 
mary showing the most important lines 
of manufactured goods exported by the 
United -States. In the fiscal year 1905 
these exports of manufactures ex- 
ceeded all previous records, forming 
more than one-third of the total ex- 
ports from the country. In all there 
were thirty classes of manufactured 
goods exported that show a value in 
excess of a million dallarsceach. Tron 
and steel manufactures hold the first 
place, representing indeed one-fourth 
of the aggregate value. In this depart- 
ment .steel rails, machinery. locomo- 


tives, sewing machines, electrical m 
chinery and builders’ hardwar al! 
show large advances, and in nearly 


increased pur- 
chases afford proof of her keen indus- 
trial activity even during the strgss 
of a war that might well have ab- 
sorbed her energies. Next in importance 


come copper manufactures, consisting 
largely of pigs and bars, and here 
China takes a leading place, a full 


third of the total increase of $30,000,000 
being credited to her account. 
Importance of Oriental Markets. 
Refined mineral oils rank third in 
the exports of manufactures. Great 
Britain being our Jdargest customer, 
with China fourth on the list and Ja- 
pan sixth, these two latter countries 
together taking more than twice as 
much of our oils as the whole of South 
America, Cotton manufactures present 


the most striking feature of the year's | 


export record, the growth ‘occurring 
chiefly in cotton cloths. China and Ja- 
pan took the whole of our. increased 
sales, proving the  all-importance of 
these raupidly-expanding markets to this 
department of American industry. In 
the next category, bkeather and its man- 
ufactures, the chief increase has also 
to be credited to Japan. The other im- 
portant classes of manufactured goods, 
in the order of their value, were: Ag- 
ricultural implements; chemicals, drugs 


and dyes; wood manufactures: cars, 
‘carriages and vehicles; scientific in- 
struments: paper and its manufac- 


tures: paraffin and paraffin wax: fiber 
manufactures, tobacco manufactures; 
books, maps. ete-;* and India-rubber 
manufactures. 

Some Striking Fiqures. 

The grand total of manufactured ar- 
ticles exported during the last fiscal 
vear amounted in value to $543,620,297, 
This has to be compared with the value 
of agricultural rroducts exported, $821,- 
074.439. Outside these two great groups 
all other articles exported amounted t6 
$1°27.049,959. These figures show the enor- 
mous importance now played by man- 
ufaectures in the total volume of our 
export trade, a changed condition of 
things that will have to be reckoned 
with when the tariff issue comes to be 
definitely raised. 

Electrical Exports. 

One fact brought out by analysis of 
the tables of fimures is fhe steady ad- 
vance made by the United States. in 
the department of electricity. Our ex- 
ports of electrical machinery and elec- 
trical implements now exceed $1,000,000 


a month. Writing on. this point, the 
Electrical World and Engineer says: 
“We believe that with persistence and 


well-directed effort this could e ine 
ereased to two and three times as much, 
The general world consumption of elec- 
trical_ apparatus has barely begun, and 
customers await in all parts of the 
globe,”’ 
Japan's Up-to-Date Workshops. 

connection with Japan's advent 
as » manufacturing nation, it has to be 
noted that her mechanical equipment 
is all of the best and the most modern, 
Therefore electricity, is playing great 
part in her industrial development. 
The Japanese are now operating street 
with the latest electric-gen- 
cteam-turbines. They are alse 
those turbines for use on 
fieliTs, In all impot- 
in use for both 
indoor lighting. Their ma- 
chine shops are all provided with elec- 
tric .power, and, following’ the best 
American practice, the electric motor 
fs mounted on each individual tool. 
While the Japanese are taking large 
amounts of electrical machinery from 
the United States, it has to be noted 
that they are now beginning the man- 
ufeeture of dynamos on their own ac- 
count. When the cheapness of labor in 
Japan is considered, and when added to 
this the splendid electrical equipment 
in esthbilshments 
taken Into account, the older industrial

For Safe Navigation. 
Yet another safeguard for naviga- 
tion is being installed on the steamers 


of one of the big Atlantic lines, work- 
ing in associatton with the lightships 
lying in the shoal waters off New York 
Harbor. The first of these lightships 
made by incoming vessels is the Nan- 
tucket one, 218 miles distant from New 
York. From this point onward the 
voyage is through shallow water, and 
is therefore especially dangerous dur- 
ime thick weather. This lightship, as 
well as those at Fire Island and Sandy 
Hook. is now equipped with a subma- 
rine bell or gong, sounded, of course, 
from the lightship. The wave sounds 
travel for immensély greater distances 
through the water than they weuld 
through the air, and to intercept them 
the Cunard steamers are now equipped 
with a special saund-recéiving. avpa- 
ratus. This is attached to the inde of 
the ship's hull. below the iter line, 
and is connected by a tHephone with 
the captain's room. The device, Ww hich 
is extremely simple in construction, 
is answering all expectations. For ex- 
ample, recently in a heavy fog an in- 
coming Cunard liner ascertained her 
exact position. at a distance of four 
miles from the Nantucket lightship. As 
the signalling apparatus delivers the 
messages automatically, its practica- 
bility is all the greater, and its gen- 
eral adoption therefore assured,

DECISION AT LAST IN SAN BER- 
NARDINO COUNTY CASE. 


Jesus Buiterez Breaks. His Parole 
and Now Has a Ten-year Prison 
Sentence Staring Him in the Face. 
Poker Outfit Raided in Hote! at an 
Early Hour in the Morning. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. li.— 
Word has been received here that the 
Supreme Court hf&s reversed the de- 
cision of the local Superior Court in 
the case of J. J: Mabb against Lyman 
Stewart. of Pasadena. This is the sec- 
ond time that the judgment of the 
lewer court has been reversed in this 
suit, which, owing to the bitterness 
which was injected into the proceed- 
ings, has become celebented in this 
ceunty. 

Mabb, a@ prosperous orange grower 
of Ontario, has no interest in the case 
except as husband of the co-plaintiff. 
It is an action to recover damages, 
The - plaintiff was the owner cf un 
eight-acre orange «reve at Ontario 
and ten shares of water stock in the 
San Antonio Water Company. Stew- 
art held. a mortgage on the land and 
the stock, to secure a loan of $2500 

Though the stock stood in Stewart's 
mame, the right to the use of the 
water controlled by the stock was 
vested inf Mrs. Mabb. The expenses of 
the company were raised. by means ‘of 

eesesements on the. stock, inc under 
egreement Mrs. Mabb was to pay these, 
assessments, which she refused to to. 

Stewart paid the assessments, and 
requested Mrs. Mabb to reimburse him, 
which she ceclined to do, claiming that 
as he was owner of the stock it was 
his duty ‘o keep the Assessments paid. 
Accepting this deciaration as a dis- 
-Claimer of title to the water. as well 
as the stock, Stewart directed the 
company to withhold the water from 
the groves until the assessmeits were 
paid. 

During. the month of August, 1898, 
the plaintiff was deprived of irriga- 
tion watér for her grove. and ehe ir- 
stituted this action against Stewart 
for damages, judgment being awarded 
by the court. An appeal was taken, 
and the judgment was set aside. The 
second trial resulted in judgment for 
the plaintiff in the sum of $2875, a ma- 
terial increase over the judgment given 
fin the first trial.. The defendant ap- 
pealed, and news has just been re- 
ceived of a reversal. 


Mrs.. Mabb claimed that she had no/ 


knowledge of Stewart's demand, and 
had no means of kfiowing why the 
water had been withheld from her, and 
had believed that it was on account of 
Stewart's malice, arising from some 
difficulty over church matters. The 
evidence showed that J. 8S. Torrenee, 
@n agent of Stewart, had repeatedly 
warned her to pay the assessments, 
which amounted to but $79. 

The Supreme Court does not mince 
words in dealing with the matter. The 
court, in reversing the case, holds 
that Mrs.: Mabb’s actions throughout 
are insincere, and show a desire to 
evade her just obligations. It holds 
that she failed altogether to make any 
inquiry as to the reason the water 
was withheld, willfully preferring to 
ignorance and suffer the 
consequence than to do her reasonable 
cuty and meet her just obligations. 
The court further holds that there was 
nothing more blameworthy in Stew- 
art’s conduct than that he was en- 
Ceavoring by; unwarranted means to 
enforce a just payment. 

BROKEN PAROLE—PRISON. 

Jesus Buiterez was brought from 
Redlands this morning to be held pend- 
ing his commitment to San Quentin 
by Judge B. F. Bledsoe, to serve ten 
years for robbery. For eighteen months 
Buiterez has been out on probation, 
Attorney F. C. Prescott being his pro- 
bating officer. Last night he violated 
the probation rules by becoming intox- 
icated, and now the prison stares him 
in the face.’ 

Almost two years ago he and a youth 
named Silas were arrested for roll- 
ing a miner named Charles F. Har- 
per. Though the evidence against Si- 
jae, and his past reputation, were 
more strong against him, he was ac- 
guitted, and the following day another 
jury. on slight evidence, and in the face 
of the fact |that Buiterez had a good 
reputation, found him guilty.

Convicted Six Months Ago of Grand 
Larceny Charge, the Appellate 
Court Has Affirmed the Decision 
and Now He is to Serve a Three- 
year Sentence. 


RIVPRSIDE, Aug. 17.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) “I shall never touch an- 
other drop of liquor. It is at the bot- 
tom of all my troubiés.” 

Joseph Taggert, the son of obeusi« 
nent parents, made this statement to 
The Times correspondent at the County 
Jail this evening when informed that 
the Appellate Court had sustained the 
verdict of the jury in the Riverside 
Superior Court, under which he will 
spend - three years at San Quentin 
prison. 

Tagegert’s father was until recently a 
forestery superintendent, and at one 
time a clerk in the Supreme Court of 
California. The prisoner himself ‘was 
for several years in the employ of, the 
government under his father, who is 
now engaged in the real estate business. 
in Oakland. He was convicted six 
months ago on a grand larceny charge, 
and the ease was appealed on an al- 
leged erroneous instruction of Judge J. 


S. Noyes, to the trial jury. 
The decision of the Appellate Court 
setties a much mooted question over 


the consideration of circumstantial evi- 
and establishes a precedent. The 
follows: “Where the evi- 
dence is entirely circumstantial, -vet Is 
not onty consistent with the guilt of 
the defendant, but .inconsistent with 
any other rationa! conclusion, the law 
makes it the duty of the jury to con- 
viet. notwithstanding such — evidence 
may not be as satisfactory to their 
minds as the direct testimony of cred- 
itable. witnesses would have been.” 

Taggert was convicted of siealing 
$380 from his father-in-law. He stated 
tonight that his reformation had al- 
ready been worked. He will be re- 
moved to San Quetin immediately.
